RECOVERY 


A survey of the position of 
British finance, and commerce 
during 1936’ shows as rapid an 
advance as in any of the three 
preceding years. What is even 
more.encouraging is the fact 
that ‘the year now opened re- 
veals an almost uninterrupted 
progress in the continuing .pro-, 
cess of recovery. Once again, 
the home market provides the 
main stimulus, but during .the 
past twelve months there has 
also been further expansion in’ 
the value of overseas trade.. The 
extent of the internal improve- 
ment is not so casy to gauge as 
that of overseas trade, but the 
production figures for certain 
trades and the statistics’ of busi- 
ness issued by the joint-stock | 
banks are 
heavy industries have of course, 
been stimulated by re-armament 
orders from the Government, but 
by far the larger part of their 
expansion has been duc to trade 
recovery. Production of steel in 
the United Kingdom was ‘more 
than 18 per cent. higher in 1936 
than in 1985. As, at the same 
time, despite high: tariffs, im- 
ports of iron and stecl increased 
during the year, it is estimated 
that domestic ‘consumption of 
steel last year was no less than 
27 per cent. higher than in 1936. 
This is an astonishing advance 
in so short a period a8 twelve 
months.
